Dr. Maxwell 
pointed out thot 
he bad made a special study of the de- 
velopment of cane on practical lines, 
observing carefully the amount of

Ills fertilization 
experiments 
ex 
pensive plots nrc treated with nitrogen,' 
phosphoric acid and potash. It was 
that those experiments 
which 
were treated with a minimum of nitro- 
gen were far Infeilor to those contain- 
ing

In combination.

vvero made with nitrogen alone,

unsuccessful.

the present ones aro admitted to be. 
Kvery precaution should he taken by 
the owners of horses to

Several ) ears ago when 
the glanders visited the Islands an old 
German hid two diseased horses and 
attempted 
to cure them.
